The Gwich’in acknowledge that certain lands in parcels 17 and L have been identified as required for 
the purposes of the Mackenzie Highway and that the negotiations contemplated in 23.1.6 shall not further 
consider the location of these lands unless further or different lands are required. The lands in question follow 
the proposed alignment as indicated in the Provisional Contract Packages, Mackenzie Highway - NWT, Mile 425 
to Mile 936, dated September 15, 1977. The document is held by the Land Resources Division, DIAND in 
Yellowknife. The final alignment is to be determined subject to consultation with the Gwich’in Tribal Council, 
the public review process described in chapter 24 and engineering considerations. Compensation shall be 
determined in accordance with chapter 23.
